SING ON WAY TO BATTLE 


Reinforced, the Allies Halt Huns and 
Drive Them Back in a Number 
of Important Positions 
Along the Line.

G erm any’s great drive into the allied lines in Northern Fiance 
seems virtually at a standstill today. 
H er first great onrush appears 
to have been stemmed with large gains of territory scored, but with 
final victory no nearer in sight, and her resources in men and m ate­ 
rial depleted. 
British and F ench ti oops beat back the enemy last 
night in his desperate efforts to advance toward Am .ens and to push 
out from the Montdidier salient. 
Slig h t progress 
in 
the 
drive 
for 
Amiens aiong the Luce and Avre valleys is the only forward move­ 
ment reported anywhere along the line, despite the almost incessant 
Teutonic attacks and at at least one point the enemy was pushed back. 
The most’ determined assaults in this effort seem to have been 
in the neighborhood of Ham gard en Santerre, 
where 
Franco-British 
troops met the 
assaulting 
waves. 
A British counter attack paved 
the way for an allied victory after the combined forces had broken 
up the German attack. 
The French gallantly followed 
up 
the 
ad­ 
vance and the village was recaptured. 
The setback for the Germans 
bete was pronounced, as they w ere established at Hamgard-en San 
terre and were endeavoring to debouch from this position within a 
scant ten miles of the outskirts of Amiens. 
They 
have 
now

pushed back well beyond that limit. 
Further south ,in the Mor.tdidier region the enemy made a deter­ 
mined attempt to capture Grivesness and enlarge the salient he had 
pushed in here west of the A vie. 
His powerful thrust, however, de­ 
livered virtually without interval, was broken up by the French, who 
punished the assailants badly ar.d retained possession of the village. 
To the north of the Son.me the 
British held their lines intact. 
The Germans made two attacks on the British positions in the west­ 
ern outskirts of Albert, but each tim e met with repulse. 
London dispatches reflect expectation of a renewal of the pow­ 
erful assaults all along the battle line when the Germ ans have fur­ 
ther consolidated their positions aud brought 
up 
heavy 
artillery. 
There seems increasing hope, however, that the allied line, reinforced 
and under co-ordinated command, w ill prove an impassable barrier 
even to the heaviest assaults the enemy may bring to bear. 
It is 
recalled today that on Jan u ary 19 Field M arshal von Hlndenburg is 
credited with boasting that on April 1 he would be in Paris. 
The 
map today shows him still a sonsiderable distance from that objec­ 
tive— fifty-two miles, in fact. 


British Repulsed Enem y. 


London, April 1.— The Germ ans made two attacks on British posi­ 
tions in the western outskirts of Albert last evening and in both 
cases were repulsed, the w ar office announces. 
South of the Somme the enemy persisted in attempts to advance 
along the Luce and A vre valleys, but made little progress. 


Battle Rages Fiercely. 


Paris, April 1.— The battle continued with extreme violence last 
night in the sector of Montdidier, large bodies of troops being thrown 
in by the Germans. 
The French and British troops broke up the as­ 
saulting waves 
Further south the fighting was no less violent, the 
Germ ans making incessant attacks in an effort to capture Graveness. 
The French retain possession cf the town and inflicted heavy losses 
on the Germans.

London, April 1.— The reports from the battle front this morn. 
ing are regarded favorable to the allies, and belief is held the firs;: 
onrush of the enemy has been stopped.

Stakes Fortune on Big Drive. 


W ashington, Mpril I. — Germ any nas staked its fortunes on the 
spring campaign,, says the w ar departm ent’s w eekly review of the m il­ 
itary situation, and the allies and the United States must be prepared 
for new attacks in other sectors. 
“ As the Germ an higher command.” continued the statement, “ is 
apparently determined to force a decision or prove to its own satisfac­ 
tion it is unable to do so, we must be prepared in case of failure to 
obtain m ajor results in the present tneater of operations. 
That he 
w ill attem pt further offensive assaults rn adjacent areas is probable. 
But despite successes gained by the Germ ans.” says the review, “ the 
enem y has been unable to force a decision, and so long as the allies 
are able to m aneuver with the consistent unity and flexibility which 
they have shown during the engagements of the past week, so long 
w ill victory elude the enem y.” 
The placing of Am erican resources unreservedly at the disposal 
of the allies is noted and the statem ent 
announces

troops as have received sufficient training w ill assume charge of a 
part of the burden so valiantly borne by the 
French 
and

armies. 
The review also mentions Americans are taking their places 
in other parts of the line.
